ADDRESS TO THE WEALTHY OF THE LAND, 
LADIES As WELL AS GENTLEMEN, 
Oa the character, conduct, situation, and prospects of those whose sol: 
dependence for subsistence, ts on the labor of their hands. 


By the author of Essays on the Public Charities of Pniladelphia. 
NO. I. 


I propose in these essays to consider and attempt to refute certain 
pernicious errors that tuo generally prevail respecting the situation, 
the conduct, the characters, and the prospects of those whose sule 
dependence is on the labor of their haunds—who comprise tliroughour 
the world, two-thirds, perhaps three-fourths of the human race—and 
on whose services tie other third or fourth depend for their neces 
saries, their comiorts, their enjoyments, and their iuxunes. What 
ever concerns the comfort or happiness, the morals or ;he manner: 
wf such a large pertion of mankind,—whatever tends to increase o1 
decrease the former, or to elevate or depress the latter, is deeply in 
teresting to all whose views ex'end beyond their own narrow selfish 
concerns, and who without the services of this class would be for 
Jorn and helpless. ee 

The class in question is susceptible of two great sub divisions— 

whe are so well remunerated for their labors, as to be able, not 
merely to provide, when employed, for seasons of stagoation and 
sickness, but by industry, prudence, and econumy, to save enough 
io the course of a few years, to commence business on a small scale 
on their own account. With this fortunate description, which is 
mumerous and respectable, | have no concern at present.

The erroneous opinions, to which I alluded in the commencement 
of this essay, are— ° 

1. That every man, woman, and grown child, able and willing to 
work, may find employment, 

2. That the poor, by industry, prudence,"and economy, may at 
all times support themselves comfortably, without depending on 
eleemosynary aid—and, asa corollary from these positibns, 

3. That their sufferings and distresses chiefly, if not wholly, arise 
from their idieness, their dissipation. and their extravagence. 

4. That taxes fur the supportof the poor, and aid afforded them 
by charitable individuals or benevolent socicties, are pernicious, «s, 
by encouraging the pyor to depend on them, they foster their idile- 
ness and improvidence, and thus produce, or at Jeast increase the 
poverty and distress they are intended to relieve. 

These opinions, so far as they have operated—and, through the 
mischievous zeal and industry of the school of political economists 
by which they have been promulgated, they have spread widely— 
lave been pernicious tothe rich and the poor. They tend to harden 
the hearts of the former against the eufferings aud distresses of the 
latter—and of course prolong those sufferings and disiresses. Many 
wealthy tndividuals, benevolent and liberal, aprrehensive lest they 
might produce evil to society, are, by these doctrines, prevented 
from indulging the feelings of their hearts, and employing a portion 
of their superfluous wealth for the best purpose to which 1 can be 
appropriated—that purpose, which, at the hour of death, wil! afford 
the moat solid comfort on retrospection—that is, ‘* t» feed the hun- 
gry ; tv give drink to the thirsty ; tu clothe the naked; to comfort 
the comlorticss.” The economists in question, when they are im- 
lored by the starving* poor for ** bread,” tender them ‘a atone.”

there are,) those doctrines offord a plaustble pretext, of which they 
are notsiow to avail themselves, to withhold their aid fromthe 
poor. ‘L*ey have moreover tended to attach a sort of disrepute to

lief ofthe poor, on which Heaven looks down with complacence, 
and which form a delightful oasis in the midst of the atid deserts of 
sordid selfishness which onal! s‘des present themselves to the af- 
flicted view of the contemplative observer. 

i. So faras regards the first position which | have undertaken to 
combat, it will scarcely be denied by any candid persen, that in the 
most prosperous times and countries, there are certain occupations, 
which, by the influence of fashion or other causes, suffer occasions} 
stagnations. ‘there are other occupations at which employment is 
at all times precarious—-and others again, which furnish littié or no 
em loyment at certain seasons of the year. 

To the first class belong all those who minister to the fanciful 
wants of society—wants contracted or expanded by the Whim or 
For instance, the King of England or the Prince 
of Wales having, some years since, laid aside his shoe-buck es, and 
supplied their place with ribands, shoe-buckles became unfashiona- 
ble, and the josvaeymen buekle makers were reduced to a state ap- 
proaching starvation. Cases of this kind occur occasionally, in this 
country, though not to the same extent, nor arising from exactly 
the same cause. but, whatever nay bethe cause, the effect 1s 
equally oppressive tu the sutterer, deprived ofthis usual sources of 
support. Three instances o -curto my mind at this moment.. ‘The 
custom of cropping the hair threw half the hair dressers out of*em- 
ployment. The use #f lamps produced a similar effect on the chan- 
diers. And the introduction of marble cuttmg in the New York pri- 
sons has operated perniciously on the stone cutters of .that state, 
particularly in the metropolis. « 

In the second class, the most conspicuous are the spoolers, and 
Seamstresses employed on coarse work, who, being far more nume- 
rous than the demand for their services requires, 2 pertion of them. 
are at all times but partially employed. 

In the third class may be caumerated laborers on canals and turn- 
pike roads, hod carriers, wood sawyers, wood pilers, &c. &c. 

Instances repeatedly occur ia our cities, of decent men, with the | 
most satisfactory recommendations, secking employment in vain for 
months, as porters. ‘bhere is at all times a superabundance of 
clerks. An advertisement fora person of this class, will, in an | 
hour ortwo, produce a dozen or two of applicants. | have known 
persons oj this description, burdened with families, obliged to des- 
cend to menial aud degrading employment for support.

It is frequently said, asa panacc a tor the distreases of those peo- | 
ple—* Let them go into the country There tliey will find employ- | 
ment enough.’

LATER FROM EUROPE. 

By the arrival, yesterday, of the ship Charlemagne, Capt. 
Robinson, from Liverpool! oo the 9th April, London dates 
io the 8th aud Liverpool! to the 9th inclusive have been re- 
ceived, 

There is nothing decisive by this arrival respecting 
France and Austria. No answer had been received to the 
note of the former demanding explanations ; and though 
warlike preparations continue to be carried on, it is consi- 
dered that Louis Philip is more inclined to peace than is 
consistent with the wishes of the people or the honor of the 
nation. A 

The news respecting Poland is favorable and important. 
it is said that a rising of the people of Volibynia and Lithu- 
ania has taken place, and that a provisional government has 


been formed. 1a addition to this movement, so decidedly 


favorable to the success of the Poles, it is rumored that 
Persia and Turkey are about to proceed against Russia. 
In England, the wishes of the people appear to be loud- 


ly expressed in favor of reform. Parliament was to reas- 


semble on the 12th April, and it was thought that the min- 
isterial plan would be carried, and if not that a new parlia- 
ment would decide the question, 

The tollowing summary of the news of the preceding 
week is from the Liverpool Chronicle of the 9th April. 


From the Liverpool! Chronicle of April 9. 

The accounts from France since our last leave the question of 
peace or war between that country and Austria as much In suspense 
asever. In the Chamber of Duputics, on Monday last, Genera) 
Lamargve remonstrated with considerable warmth against the pact- 
fic be#fing of France towards Russia concerning the affairs of Po 
land, and towards Austria inreferer.ce to those of Italy. The en- 
swer of the minister jor foreign affairs spoke of the latter as stil! 
likely to be cleared up by explanations which had beeo demanded 
trom Vienna. In the mean while, the Austrians, as will se seen by 
the account in the letter of cur London correspondent, continue 
their operations for the expulsion of the insurgent forces from the 
Roman States. The tone of most of the Freach journals is war- 
\.ke, and the patriotic_associations clamor loudly for hostilities. The 
rise, however, iu the French funds, would seem to indicate a prepon 
derance in favor of the hopes of peace. 

A report was aso in circulation, that a communication had been 
opened between the Poles and the Sublime Porte, and that envoys 
had been mutually sent from Warsaw and Constantinople; the 
*rench papers go the length of saying that war had actually been 
declared by the Poles against Russia. An msurrection, it is also as- 
serted, has token place in Courland These, however, are, in all 

ywobability, only to be classed with the multitude of rumours to 
which the excitement of the times naturally gives rise. 

Belgium still remains a subject of doubt and disquiet, to all who 
‘eel an interest in the spread of free governments aad liberal insti- 
iutions. Agitated by contending factiens and a distressed popula- 
on within, and, from without, bullied by one hostile power, threa- 
cened by another, frewhed on by mediators, and coldly encouraged 
by friends, it is scarcely possible that she can much longer escape 
voth the perils of war on the one hand and the trammels of diploma- 
1c intrigue on theother. Between the proclamations of the Regent 
of Belgium, the operations of the German Diet respecting the Du- 
chy ef Luxembourg, ond the complaints and threstenings of the 
Dutch Minister for Ferien Affairs in his speech 1n the States Gene- 
ral, on Saturday Jast; which falls little short of a declaration of war 
against the Belgians, no likelshood remains for an avoidance of bos 
tilities, but by a yield og onthe part of the Belgian Government to 
the sugges‘ions of the protocols of the five powers, which it has al- 
ready pronounced to be incompatible with the dignity and indepen 
dence of a free state. We confess, we look with no slight anxiety 
for the result. 

The affairs of Poland,if any reliance may be placed on the con- 
current testimony of the accounts received from various quarters— 
via Paris, Berlin, Hamburgh, and other places—are brightening in 
prospect. A letter was received in London, late on Thursday af- 
\ernoon, by express from Frankfort, dated the 3d inst. It announ- 
ced that official accounts had been received there from Berlin with 
intelligence that the whole of the Duchy of Samogotic as far as Gor- 
genburg on the Polish fronticrs, was in @ stag o/ open insucsection.

IMPORTANT FROM EUROPE. 
EIGHT DAYS LATER. 
The packet ship Canada, Capt. Graham, arrived last eve- 
ning from Liverpoo!, wheave she sailed on the 16th April. 
We have received London papers to the 15th and Liverpool 
dates to the day of sailing, inclusive. 
By these papers we are furnished with the gratifying in- 
telligence that the Poles, on the 31st March, at Grochow, 
gained a brilliant victory over the Russians, who lost about 


12,000 men in killed, wounded, and prisoners. The intelli- 
gence of the rising of Lithuania was confirmed, and new in- 


surrections had taken place in the rear of the Russians.— 
‘The opinion prevailed in Paris and London that the Kus- 
sian campaign was at an end, and it was even reported that 
Gen. Diebitsch had been taken prisoner. This report 
wauts confirmation, but there is no doubt that that General 
was placed in a very hazardous situation. A Russian ge- 
veral on the Persian frontier had raised the standard of in- 
surrection and addressed a proclamation to the Russians in; 
viting them to establish a constitution for themselves, in 
An insurrection has taken place in the Ottoman empire, 
of which we give the account under the proper head ; if true 
to the extent stated, it cannot fail to have important conse- 
quences. The occurrence is to be regretted at this moment, 
on account of the Poles, as it will relieve Nicholas from all 
apprehensions of ‘Turkey. 

The Ltalian insurrection was considered at an end, the

In England, parliament again assembled on the 12th.— 
Ministers had 
announced their willingness tosumbit to some amendments 
in the details of the Bill introduced by them, but on the 
principle of it, Lord Grey took occasion to say in the most 
distinct terms, they were determined to stand or fall. 

Ireland was in a very disturbed condition, occasioned by 
the starving condition of the peasantry. 


The subject of reform was still undecided. 


All law was dis- 
regarded, for the plain reason that the penalties of violation 
were less feared than death by starvation. In the couftty of 
Clare repeated affrays had taken place between the peasant- 


ry and the police, in one of which five of the latter were 


beaten and pursued upon the road to Minsk. Every where as the 
enemy, aiced by fresh reinforcements, which he continually receiv- 
od, wished to profit bythe positions which this road se often pre- 
senied to him, his eiforts only drew spon him additional losses.— 
Finally the whole corpse of General Rosen united at Dembew ielkie 
endeavored to stop us ; but the battle which we fought there ended 
in the entire defeat of the enemy, and the carrying of ali his posi 
Lions. : 

** During this day, so glozious to the Polish arms, the enemy has 
suffired a considerable joss. More than 5,000 or 6,000 of his men 
have been killed and wounded, as far as we can judge at this mo 
ment. 

“ Among the prisoners are General Lewandorski,and a great 
nember of supenor and other officers. We have taken 2 standards, 
15 pieces of caniuon—of which a part have all their harmess—fifteen 
wagons filled with azamunition, and some thousand of muskets. 

* This victory is the more advantageous to the Polish arms, inas- 
much as it has not been bought on our side by any very considera- 
ble loss. #D his is attributable to the surprise of the sudden attack 
which we made—an attack which we followed up throughout the 
day with the greatest vigor. Many of the enemy’s battalions were 
cut to pieces on the fiéld of battle, others were made prisoners in a 
body. Being above 20 hours on horseback, it is impossible for me 
at thie momert to furnish a more complete report. I only pray of 
the Nationa! Government to ordera sclemn service, to thank God 
for having deigned to shed his blessing upon our arms.

LONDON, April 15. 
We received last night French and Belgian papers of Tuesday 
and Wednesday, and journals from other parts of the continent to 
the 11th inst. 
The Paris papers state that new and decisive victories had been 
obtained over the Russians on the 2d of April, of whom 6,000 have 
veen made prisoners, besides 26 Afeces of cannon. This news rest- 
ed on the authority of a despatch from Strasburgh, but was confirm- 
ed by other collateral reports. The insurrection in Lithuania seems 
to be placed beyond a doubt. Wilna is in possession of the national 
forces, who, after having recaptured all the arms takea from them, 
proceeded to Georgenburg, driving the Cossacks before them out of 
every viilege in their route. Other bodies, ‘armed and. organized, 
have shown themselves in the environs of Taurogen. 
The other reports which were prevalent in Paris on Tuesday 
were that Courland was in insurrection; that the Grand Seignor 
had positively refused to pay the last instalment of his tribute to 
Russia, and was still pushing his military preparations ; and that the 
king of Sweden, thinking this a favorable season for taking advan- 
tage of the distractions of the Autocrat, was meditating an attempt 
for the recovery of Finland, which his predecéssors had lost to Rus- 
sia. A communication had been opened between the Poles and the 
Turks, and an ambassador was aciually upon his way from Warsaw 
1o Constantinople, to rouse the Porte to a co-operation. Considera 
ble stress had been Iaid upon a Ukase published in the St. Peters- 
burg Gezette, by whichthe Emperor disbanded the Flemish regi- 
ment of carabineers, as showing his distrust of the fidelity of that 
province. These reports savouring as they did of war, had the ef 
fect of rather depressing the funds in Paris. 
The French papers seem to calculate with increased confidence

The following is the account published at Vienna of the move- 
ments of the Austrian troops m ftaly, till shortly before the surren- 
der of Ancona :— 
On the 24th March, the army under Genera! Baron Gerpert reach- 
ed Forli; his advanced guard was on the Rouco. During the march 
‘rom Bologna, the Imperial troops had been every where received 
with joy. Amongst the insurgents who were retreating upen Rimt- 
ni, desertion began to show itself; 50 of them disappeared at Imola, 
after having sold theirarms, The advanced guard came up with 
the enemy near Rimini, and in the afternoon of the 25th General 
Baron Mengea found them occupying a strong position, with 1500 
men and four guns. He immediately ordered.an attack, with haif a 
company of Chasseurs, anda few Hussars, and this attack being 
supported by same ertillery, and by a movement that threatened the 
insurgents on the left flank, these soon retreated into the suburbs 
of Rimini; but being so closely pursued by the Imperial troops, 
several divisions wholly dispersed, and the greater part destroyed. 
in the suburbs however, the insurgents again took a position, and 
General Megen having ordered a violent attack with cannon, they 
withdrew into the town, the entrance to which, though barricaded 
and strongly occupied, was instantly taken by storm by the Chas- 
seurs. The insurgents therefore hastened to evacuate Rimini, and 
the Imperial troops having entered the town, sent, a detachment 
three or four miles further. 

The insurgents have left a number of killed and wounded, besides 
200 prisouers, among whom are several officers. On our side the 
first Lieutenant Kamisch of the Hussars, has been killed ; and Cap- 
tain Mathie, Burla, and Prince Litchtenstein wounded. 

General Baron Gippert intended to pursue the enemy on the fol- 
lowing day with the advanced guard, and a column arrived from 
Sevigliano, and to collect the remainder of his troops in the neigh- 
borhood of Rimini.

| rest. The spirited and vigorous manner in which the opera ions 
| against the beaten divisions of Diebitsch’s army have been followed 
up, have completely discomfited that bold and skilful jeadei’s ar 
rangements, and the reported insurrections in the provinces in his 
rear and on his flanks, of which there seems little reason to doubt, 
inust compel him toa retrogade movement, which he will not be 
‘ble tu execute without extreme difficulty and severe loss. The 
following are the accounts received of the operations subsequent to 
the victory of the 31st March, mentioned in another column : 

It is reported that the Poles have gained a new and important 
victory over the Russians at Grosno; that the corps of General 
Geismar had been entirely destroyed, and he himself severely 
wounded and a prisoner; tl at Marshal Diebitsch, hard pressed on al!

We have had 
a short personal acquaintance with Mr. ismar, and he has communi. 
cated to us he views in detail; |e have besides made ours: lves ac- 
quainted with the system of education he proposes to establish, as 
set forth in his lectureg publish:d in the two last numbers of the 
Farmer, and the ‘ontlines,” published in the present number ; 
from all which we have derived impressions highly favorable to Mr. 
Ismar and the school. We believe such a school to be exactly the 
thing wanted in this country, to lay the foundation of a system of 
improved agriculture. We believe further, that, if generally adopt- 
ed, it would contribute more to the happiness of mankind, and es- 
pecially to the well being of the people of this country, than any 
other svstem or combination of systems yet known. It is besides a 
cheap echool—littde more than is required in large towns for mere 
tuition. We therefore recommend it to the serious attention of the 
readers of the Farmer. As Mr. Ismar has mide us the repository of 
the details of his views, we shall take pleasure in communicating 
any information we may possess to those who may require it.
